FOREWORD 


This report presents summary data on Department of Defense military 
prime contracts awarded to the leading 100 companies and their subsidi¬ 
ary corporations during fiscal year 1978. 

The data include debit and credit procurement actions over $10,000, 
worldwide, under military supply, service, and construction contracts. 
Procurement actions include definitive contracts, the obligated portions 
of letter contracts, job orders, task orders, delivery orders, and any 
other orders against existing contracts. The data do not include that 
part of indefinite quantity contracts that have not been translated into 
specific orders on business firms, nor do they include purchase commit¬ 
ments on pending cancellations that have not yet become mutually binding 
agreements between the government and the company. The company totals 
do not include contracts made by other U.S. Government agencies and 
financed with Department of Defense funds, or contracts awarded in 
foreign nations through their respective governments. 

The assignment of subsidiaries to parent companies is based on 
stock ownership of 50 percent or more by the parent company, as indi¬ 
cated by data published in standard industrial reference sources. 

The company names and corporate structures are those in effect as 
of September 30, 1978 and for purposes of this report company names have 
been retai :ed unless specific knowledge was available that a company has 
been merged into the parent or absorbed as a division with loss of 
company identity. Only those subsidiaries are shown for which procure¬ 
ment actions have been reported.

FISCAL YEAR 1978 


Department of Defense military prime contract awards over $10,000 
for research and development, services, construction, and supplies and 
equipment awarded during fiscal year 1978 totaled $59.6 billion, $9.2 
billion more than in fiscal year 1977. Large awards for aircraft, 
missile and space systems, electronics and communications, and ships, 
which are dominated by large contractors, resulted in $40.8 billion or 

68.5 percent of total procurement being awarded to these 100 companies 
which, together with their subsidiaries, received the largest dollar 
volume of prime contracts over $10,000. In fiscal year 1977, the top 
100 companies received $34.1 billion or 67.7 percent of the volume of 
all awards. 

The following table shows that the first five companies received 

22.5 percent of the total received by all companies in fiscal year 1978, 
compared with 17.7 percent during fiscal year 1977. The largest company 
in fiscal year 1978 received awards totalling $4.2 billion compared with 
$2.6 billion for the largest company in fiscal year 1977. To get on the 
list in fiscal year 1978 required $61 million in awards, as opposed to 
$62 million in fiscal year 1977.

Of the 86 companies appearing on the list in both fiscal year 1977 
and 1978, 36 advanced their position, 43 are in a lower position, and 6 
showed no change. Companies are considered as appearing on the list in 
both years despite mergers, acquisitions, divestitures, and name changes 
if a major component of a newly constituted company or the newly consti¬ 
tuted company itself made the list as a component of a company in the 
top 100 in the prior year. 

Although the contract work of many companies on the list include 
more than one procurement category, each company has been assigned in 
the following table to the procurement category that accounts for its 
largest dollar volume of defense awards; for example. International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corporation is a multi-industry company pro¬ 
ducing electronic and communications equipment and industrial and 
consumer products. For this table, it is assigned to "Electronics,' the 
procurement category accounting for its largest dollar volume of DoD 
contract awards. On this basis, companies producing "Services" in¬ 
creased by six, while companies performing construction work decreased 
by five, and ship contractors decreased by four.

General Dynamics Corporation, with over a 200 percent increase in 
awards, is ranked first this year after an eighth-place ranking in 1977. 
Its 1978 percentage share was 7.0 compared to 2.7 last year. Major 
contracts were for the F-16 Condor fighter aircraft, nuclear submarines, 
and R&D for the Tomahawk missile system. 











McDonnell Douglas Corporation, after two years in first place, 
moved to second place during fiscal year 1978 with awards of $2.9 
billion and 4.8 percent of the total. Major contracts continue to be 
for the F-18 prototype and F-15 Eagle aircraft and the AGM-84 Harpoon 
missile. 

United Technologies Corporation remained in third place even though 
their awards increased by $815 million or 51 percent during fiscal year 
1978. Major defense contracts were for the F-100, TF-30, and TF-33 
aircraft engines and the UTTAS-60 helicopter. 

Lockheed Corporation dropped to fourth.place after two years in the 
number two spot even with increased awards of 33 percent over last year. 
The majority of awards during fiscal year 1978 were for the TRIDENT 
missile system and the S-3 VIKING, P-3 ORION, and C-130 HERCULES aircraft. 

General Electric Company remained in fifth place with increased 
awards of 18 percent ($266 million), while its share of the total 
remained constant at about 3 percent. Major awards were for turbojet 
and turbofan engines, TRIDENT and MINUTEMAN missiles, and R&D for the 
F-18 HORNET and B-l aircraft. 

Litton Industries, Inc., in sixteenth place during fiscal year 
1977, moved into sixth place with increased awards of 156 percent over 
last year with 2.6 percent of total (1.2 percent last year). Nuclear 
submarines, amphibious assault ships, and the DDG-47 AEGIS and DD-963 
class destroyers were the major work of this company. Miscellaneous 
electronics and communication equipment also accounted for a large 
portion of the awards. 

Boeing Company, in fourth place in fiscal year 1977, with a de¬ 
crease of $56 million in awards dropped to seventh place this year. The 
largest contracts were for the Air Warning and Control System (AWACS), 
MINUTEMAN missile, hydrofoil patrol ships, E-3 Special Electronic In¬ 
stallation aircraft, and R&D for the space shuttle. 

Hughes Aircraft Company moved from ninth to eighth place with 
awards of $1.5 billion or 2.5 percent of the total compared with $1.1 
billion and 2.2 percent during fiscal year 1977. Guided missile control 
system for the F-14 TOMCAT, the TOW, TRIDENT, PHOENIX, and MAVERICK 
missiles, space vehicles, and R&D for ROLAND missile system made up the 
major awards during fiscal year 1978. 

Raytheon Company, in eleventh place last year, moved to ninth 
position this year as the value of contract awards rose by $266 million. 
The company awards were predominately for the PATRIOT, DRAGON, and 
TRIDENT missile systems. 











Grumman CorporaCion ranks in tenth place as compared to seventh in 
fiscal year 1977, as their share of awards dropped from 2.8 percent to 
2.0 percent. Work on the E-2 HAWKEYE, A-6 INTRUDER, and EA-68 PROWLER 
aircraft as well as R&D for the F-lll TFX aircraft accounted for a large 
portion of the company awards.
